HIE heads of the three 
British Armed Services in 
wartime have drawn public 
attention = to an deep 
grievance.

A 
means test. is applied so 
‘thoroughly thut cuses have 
occurred of widows being 
docked of about one-fifth of 
- their — meagre pension,

TWO-FOLD PURPOSE 

The object would be to enable 
the United Kingdom “consistent- 
ly with the dbasle provisions of 
GATT,” to continue to. permit 
the duty-free entry of certain 
Commonwealth goods, even 
though it may “from time to 
time" increase the ‘duty on 
similar imports from foreign 
countries. 

This would serve a two:- fold 
purpose. | In the first plice, it 
would continue to give.
